PLAGUE-PREVENTION WORK. 

INFECTED GBOtTND 8QXJIRBEI.8. 

During the week ended January 28, 1911, the finding of 3 plague- 
infected ground squirrels was reported. The squirrels were found 
in Alameda County, Cal., at S. Quigley Ranch, 6 mUes east of Hay- 
wards, as follows: On December 29, 1910, 1 squirrel; on January 10, 
1911, 1 squirrel; and on January 16, 1911, 1 squirrel. 

DISTRIBUTIOK OF POISON. 

In connection with the making of a squirrel-free zone around the 
cities in California on San Francisco Bay, 90 acres of land in Alameda 
County were covered with poison during the week ended January 28, 
1911.

In these States, there- 
fore, the recorded cases and deaths should not be taken as showing 
the general prevalence of the disease. In the States not marked by 
an asterisk the reports are received monthly from the State boards of 
health and include all cases reported throughout the State.
